UNCLE SAM’S ASSAY OFFICE. 


Wall Street’s Small Gold Refinery Does 
a Big Business. 

There is a real electrolytic refinery in 
Wall street, New York city, small in 
size, it is true, but very big in the 
value of its output. This is the United 
States assay office. 

The relation between the assay office 
and the public is twofold. First, the 
assay office buys impure gold and gold- 
silver alloys from the public. This 
may be the gold output of a copper re- 
finery or of a cyanide mill or gold scrap 
from dentists or gold imported from 
Europe or old jewelry. Second, the 
assay office refines gold and alloys for 
the various requirements of the pub- 
lic, 

The metallurgical process carried out 
nt the assay office is therefore the sep- 
aration of the gold from the silver and 
the other metal impurities and the 
production of the metals in pure form. 

Formerly the sulphuric acid parting 
process was e@ iploysed, but the electro- 
lytic refining process Las now been 
universally introduced into the United 
States mints, and when a few years 
ago the New York assay office was 
damaged by fire and it became neces- 


| sary to rebuild and re-equip the office 
' thoroughly it was decided to introduce 


| ar from it. 


electrolytic refining. The new equip- 
ment is thoroughly up to date. 

In buying gold or gold alloys from 
the public the assay office has fixed 
only two restrictions. ‘These are that 
the material shall contain not less than 
20 per cent of gold and silver and 
shall be worth at least $100.—Metallur- 
gical and Chemical Engineering.

The Cold Bath, 

If you do not feel warm after 
a cold bath you bad better not 
take it, for it is doing you no 
good. Itis a mistake to get into 
a bath by standing in the cold 
water and hesitating before tak- 
ing the plunge, for this drives 
the blood up toward the “bead 
and is likely to cause congestion 
of the blood vessels of the 
throat. The best way is to stand 
in an etwpty bathtub and turn 
on the shower, so that the cold 
water wifl strike the head and 
shoulders first. 

If there is not a shower appa- 
ratus, souse the head and neck 
first with a sponge or duck the 
bead under water; then get in 
and plunge the whole body un- 
der as quickly as possible.

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LATEST DEATH TEST. 


Based Upon the Action of Fluorescing 
Upon the Blood. 

A remarkable new method of testing 
absolutely whether a dead person is 
really dead and thus avoiding the pos- 
sibility of premature burial, just an- 
nounced by Dr. Icard of Marseilles, 
has been received with great interest 
by his colleagues in Parts. 

Dr. Icard’s system depends on the 
question whether the blood is sti!l in 
circulation or not and consists of a 
small subcutancous injection of a 
small quantity of fluorescine, which is 
quite harmless, but one of the most 
Violent coloring matters known. 

If there be the slightest motion of 
the blood the fiuorescine, carried 
around the body, stains it a vivid gold- 
en yellow, while the cyes become a 
deep emerald green. If, on the other 
hand, there is no movement of the 
blood the coloring matter is not dis- 
persed and produces no effect. Halt 
an lbour is stated to be enough to make 
this test. 

The laity, while duly impressed by 
this neat method, are asking whether 
persons who are alive and undergo the 
dyeing process and who later recover 
will lose the golden yellow tint, and 
the green eyes, which, as Dr. Icard de 
scribes them, “are transformed into su- 
perl) emeralds, set like jewels in their 
sockets.” 

It may be added, however, that flu- 
orescine is one of the most transitory 
dyes known.—Paris Cor. Philadelphia 
Ledger. 


COOGDIOOS: 


The New Idea Is “Try It Yourself” In- 
stead of “Hands Off.” 

“Try It Yourself,” instead of “Hands 
Off” is proving to be such a success 
for the motto of a museum tbat an 
enormous one to be run on this prin- 
ciple is to be built at Munich.

Care Free Voyaging on Small Wood 
Burning Steamboats. 


A trip by steamboat on the Kongo - 


fiver bas its lazily amusing attrac- 
tions as you descend from Stanley- 
ville to the railway at Leopoldville, a 
voyage of twelve days. The boats, 
Small, stern wheel affairs, carry from 
twenty to thirty cabin passengers each. 
On the lower deck are the black trav- 
elers, sometimes in a stifling crowd, 
sprawling over the cargo. Most of the 
captains are Swedes, Russians or Ger- 


mans, and the engineers are picked up| 


in Sierra Leone. Two companies run 
boats, and several of the mission sta- 
tions have steamboats of their own 
besides. 

Some of the boats have small dining 
rooms; others set the tables on deck, 
protected from the sun by awnings. 
The food is not juxurious, and very 


little fresh ment is to be had. The’ 


fuel is wood, and every “five or six 
hours the boat must stop to replenish 
the supply from a heap of cut sticks 
on the bank. These piles of wood are 
made by natives or by scattered trad- 
ers, often where no habitation is pear, 
and In such cases the captain pays for 
the wood by putting money in a box 
that the trusting woodsman has pro- 
vided for the purpose. 


Every boat carries a drum, and as It | 


approaches an inbabited district the 
drum is beaten to tell the natives that 
goats, fruit or vegetables are wanted. 
Every night the steamer ties up against 
the bank, and all the black passengers 


go to sleep on shore. But they devote | 


most of the night to merrymaking and 
keep those on the boat as wide awake 
as themselves.—Youth’s Companion.

In view of the fact that the Sas- 
i katchewan government has decided to 
appoint a commission to supervise 
; Municipal finance, along the Mines sug
